Eleven Men 
Rescued from 


German Mine 


BROISTEDT, Germany (AP) 
—Eleven men were rescued to­ 
day from a flooded iron mine 
two weeks after they were en­ 
tombed and given up for dead. 
A 
huge drilling rig 
broke 
through early today to the gal­ 
lery 183 feet below the surface 
where they had taken refuge 
when disaster struck Oct. 24. 
The shaft was quickly rein 
forced by steel tubing, and one 
by one the bearded, haggard 
men were brought to the sur­ 
face in a bomb-shaped rescue 
capsule. 
They 
were 
located 
Sunday 
and since then had been sup­ 
plied with food through a shaft 
less than two inches in diam­ 
eter. 
Heinz Kull, 51, was the first 
miner to reach the surface. As 
he was taken from the rescue 
capsule,

over 
crowds, kept at a distance of 
about 30 yards from the shaft. 
In the crowd were members 
of the mens’ families who had 
kept the long watch since the 
electrifying

were alive. Many wept.

All the miners were placed on 
a stretcher and carried to a

Four Are Killed 


In Plane Crash 


RAVENNA, Ohio (AP) — Two 
prominent Tennessee business­ 
men 
were 
among four 
men 
killed Wednesday when their 
single-engine plane crashed in a 
cornfield just west of Atwater 
in southern Portage County. 
The victims were Paul H. 
Beltz, 33, and his brother, Les­ 
lie, 
28, 
Memphis developers, 
Howard L. Cooper, 23, also of 
Memphis, and Loren J. Gates, 
32, of Buffalo, N.Y., believed to 
be the pilot. 
The Highway Patrol said the 
plane, being flown by instru­ 
ments because of poor visibility, 
lost contact with the Akron-Can- 
ton Airport, indicating that its 
navigational e q u i p ment had 
failed. Cause of the crash was 
not determined. 
The patrol said the plane, en 
route from Buffalo to Louisville, 
Ky., 
exploded 
as it hit the 
ground. 


CINCINNATI (AP) — Cutting 
off all poor relief grants in a 
county does not force people to 
become self-sufficient; it only 
shifts the burden from taxpay 
ers in general to certain groups 
in the community. 
This is the gist of a report 
released 
Wednesday 
by 
the 
Community Health and Welfare 
Council, which made a study of 
what had happened in Clermont 
County 15 months after all aid 
payments were cut off in April 
1961. 
"Stopping poor relief grants 
did not force people to become 
self-sufficient,” the report said 
“Needs continued arid ways, of­ 
ten difficult and destructive to 
morale, had to be found to meet 
them. 
Families 
managed 
bv 
scraping along from crisis to 
crisis.” 
One result of the cut-off was 
a general deterioration of health 
aid, and only 18 oi 250 chil­ 
dren of families involved had re­ 
ceived all of the smallpox, diph 
theria, p e r t u s s i s (whoopin 
cough) and tetanus immuniza­ 
tions. The rate for polio immun­ 
izations was even lower—15 per 
cent. 
Among adults, “ mental and 
physical problems were limiting 
the employability of the chief 
wage earner” in more than half 
of the 69 cases studied by in 
vestigators. 
At the time the aid payments 
ended, there were 162 poor re 
lief cases in Clermont County 
and they received about $25 OOO 
a month. Fifteen months later 
investigators found 49 cases had 
qualified for some kind of aid 
involving federal funds, 33 had 
undergone changes not related 
to the aid cut-off and ll cou'd 
not be located. 
“ In some form, the commu­ 
nity paid and is still paying the 
bill for most of these cases 
since the needs of these fam i­ 
lies and children for help have 
continued,” the report said. 
“The burden shifted from civ­ 
ic resources to landlords, gro­ 
cers, physicians, to churches 
civic groups, voluntary agencies 
schools and individuals, includ­ 
ing friends and relatives.” 
The report said debts to land­ 
lords, grocers, physicans and 
hospitals increased by 54 per 
cent in the 15-month period aft­ 


er the aid cut-off. It also said 
the 
sheriff’s 
Office 
reported 
more evictions and the people 
who no longer received aid tend 
ed to move around more. 
In its report, the council, an 
agency of United Appeal in the 
metropolitan 
Cincinnati 
area, 
concluded: 
“Clermont County, by its fail­ 
ure to pass local tax levies for 
and welfare services, has been 
shortchanging itself. By its fail­ 
ure to pass leal tax levies for 
poor relief, the county has lost 
state matching funds. It has 
been irreparably damaging its 
children during their vital grow 
ing years, thereby perpetuating 
rather than 
alleviating prob­ 
lems confronting this commu 
nity.”

WASHINGTON 
( AP)—There 
is speculation in farm circles 
that the Soviet Union m ay be 
counting on American g r a i n 
growers and exporters to put 
pressure on the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration to eliminate a b a r­ 
rier holding up a big s a l e of 
wheat to the Soviet bloc. 
Blocking the sales and caus­ 
ing Soviet Prem ier Khrushchev 
to threaten to break off wheat 
negotiations is a stipulation by

ling World O p e n Golf Cham­ 
pionship 
at 
nearby 
Oakland 
Hills Country Club next August 
Details 
of 
the 
tournament, 
which has a $35,000 first prize, 
were disclosed Wednesday night 
by 
Richard Taylor, 
Carling’s 
tourney director. He said the 
first round will begin Aug. 27. 
Taylor 
returned 
last 
week 
from a world tour during which 
he. worked out details of nine 
sectional tournaments in which 
the world’s top golfers, profes­ 
sional and amateur, will com ­ 
pete. 
Czechoslovakia is expected to 
be the only Communist country 
represented. 
Taylor said Russia has not

golfers 
and the 
sam e holds t r u e of the other 
Iron Curtain countries. 
The U.S. State Department 
gave tournament sponsors as. 
surance that it would grant vis­ 
as to any contestants, including 
Communists, except those from 
Communist China, North Korea 
and Albania, none of which is 
recognized by the U.S. govern­ 
ment. 
Each foreign player will have 
to qualify in his o w l country, 
Taylor said. For example, Gary 
Player, who has competed in 
many pro tournaments in the 
United States for the past few 
years, will have to qualify in his 
home country, South Africa. 


The field will include 105 U.S. 
golfers. About 50 to 55 of them, 
including the top pros of the na­ 
tion, will be picked by next July 
based on their showing in PGA 
tournaments.

Testifies in 
Domer Case 
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Ike's Memoirs Tell of His 


Decision on Second Term 


CANTON. Ohio (AP) — Tests 
indicated that Howard F Riddle 
died in a fire that burned Rob­ 
ert K. D om er's car last April 
23. a Cleveland pathologist has 
testified 
at 
D om er’s 
m urder 
trial in Stark County Common 
Pleas Court. 
The t e s t i m o n y was given 
W ednesday by Dr. Lester Adel­ 
ino. assistant Cuyahoga County 
coroner and a m ajor witness in 
the state's efforts to prove that 
Riddle was alive when the car 
fire started. The defense claim s 
Riddle died prior to the fire, 
possibly of a heart attack. 
Domer, 44. a form er Canton 
m ortgage investm ent broker, is 
accused of killing Riddle in a 
m anner 
to 
m ake 
it appear 
th at Domer had com mitted sui­ 
cide so that his beneficiaries 
could collect $288,000 in insur­ 
ance. 
Riddle. 54, was an Akron fruit 
peddler. His body was found in 
D om er's burning car along the 
W avne-Stark County line west 
of Massillon. 
Adelson testified that every­ 
thing he found in his tests indi­ 
cated “ appearances of life in 
the fire.” 
Under cross-exam ination by 
defense a t t o r n e y Harry’ W. 
Schmuck, the pathologist said 
that 
Riddle’s 
enlarged 
heart 
.showed evidence of several se­ 
vere heart attacks but that the 
attacks had healed over into a 
scar long ago. 
Adelson said it was his opinion 
that Riddle had breathed after 
the fire started although there 
was no evidence of carbn mon­ 
oxide in the blood or soot or 
charred m aterials in the lungs. 
He added there was evidence 
of burns in the windpipe and 
throat channel and said he be­ 
lieved the burns resulted from 
breathing smoke and flam ing 
gases. 
Judge Paul G. Weber, a m em ­ 
ber of the three-judge panel 
hearing the trial, asked what 
effect an open mouth of a man 
would have on the burning in­ 
side the throat. 
“ I don’t see how the hot gases 
could get down without help,” 
Adelson replied. He said the 
gases and burned areas “ were 
deep down.” 
Judge John Rossetti, another 
panel m em ber, asked about the 
possibility of a fatal heart at­ 
tack before the fire started. 
"To determ ine death from a 
heart attack, one m ust exclude 
other causes and find diseases 
that could cause a heart at­ 
tack,” Adelson said. “ I found no 
evidence to exclude it or include 
it (a heart attack).”

Court, where testim ony began 
Monday. 
Fosseen had ordered Prose­ 
cutor William B. Randall to de­ 
liver to defense counsel a state­ 
m ent given to police by a state 
witness who had sold $250,000 
accident and travel insurance 
on the life of Thompson’s wife, 
Carol. 
Randall told the court he was 
“ very, very sorry but I am un­ 
able to com ply.” 


Attorneys were summoned to 
the judge’s clum bers. Fosseen 
returned to the bench soon and 
announced court recessed. The 
Suprem e Court was the next 
move.

stabbed in her home March 6 
The state claim s the crim e was 
engineered by Thompson 35, so 
he could collect more than $1 
million in life insurance and 
m arry another w o m a n .
